That a serious condition has arisen 
in the city, due to the impossibility 
of accommodating the influx of peo- 
ple @oming into the city, is realised 
by the bsoard of Trade. by the hotels 
and by the Y.W.C.A, People are 
pouring into the city and the situa- 
tion has never been so serious, and it 
will become more acute as the 
busiest time of the spring has not 
yet been reached, 

Mrs, Arthur Murphy states that on 
telephoning the Alberta and King 
Edward Hotels about the matter she 
was told that they were packed and 
every day have twenty or thirty on 
the walting list. 

Last night very late a woman with 
a little boy of five years of age tele- 
phoned the Y.W.C.A., asking for ac- 
commodation, as she could get a room 
nowhere. As the building was fill- 
ed, a cot Was made up for her in 
the purior. Laier, at almogt mid- 
night, a girl applied for a room. 
She was gwen a sofa beside the wo- 
man. Four or five extra cots are 
made up in the parlor of the Y.W.- 
C.A. every night and as many in the 
hall, There is talk of fitting up the 
barn at the rear of the Y.W.C.A. 
property with single beds, but while 
this action will materially increase 
the accommodation, it will not begin 
to meet the demands for room. 

Recently a house in the west end 
was Advertised in the Bulletin at “a 


rental of fifty dollars a month. 
Eight calls came to the editorial 
office and sixteen to the business 


office before nine o'clock in the 


morning.

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VISIT BECAUSE OF WAR TALK 


Emperor William Will Not Go to Corfu at Present—Churchill’s | premier Asquith Reluctantly 
Speech is Considered Inopportune in Many Quarters in 


Berlin, Mar, 19.—Emperor William 
has most unexpectedly postponed his 
departure for Vienna, Venice and 
Corfu’ which was scheduled for 
March “2. The reason officially as- 
signed for the postponement i# the 
“difficulties in the sphere of interna- 
tional politics.” 

There is a strong disposition here 
to connect the emperor's action with 
the speech delivered yesterday by 
Winston Churchill, This view is 
strengthened: by the fact that jhe em- 
peror, in the course of the morning, 
paid a long visit to Admiral Albert 
P. Von Tirpitz, secretary of the im- 
perial navy. Immediately after 
which, leading officers of the Ad- 
miralty staff assembled in conference, 
the object of which is not disclosed. 

The reasons impelling the emperor 
to change the plans of his foreign 
trip must be quite important, as it 
will envolve the embarrasment = of 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
and King iVctor Emmanue! of Italy, 
whose arrangement for the “meetings 
have all been made,

London, Mar, 19.—Premier Aa 
quith today introduced in the House 
of Commons the Coal mines ‘bill, in- 
tending to establish a fixed minimum 
wage for underground workers, 

The premier explained that the 
measure was only a temporary one, 
whose specific purpose was to settle 
the present difficulty in _the coal 
trade in Great Britain. The conact- 
ment Will, therefore, ‘be in effect only 
three years, unless the coal industry 
wishes to prolong it. A reasonable 
minimum wage for miners, with safe- 
guards to protect the owners against 
slackness and deficiency of «output, 
will be settled by the district boards. 

The minimum rate of wages ‘will be 
retroactive, the men being paid from 
the date of their return to work at 
the rate subsequently fixed by (the 
district boards, 

The district boards will frame re- 
gulations and conditions for assuring 
the regulating and efficiency of work 
in the Mines, and workmen failing to 
comply with these conditions and re- 
gulations are not to be entitled to the 
fixed minimum wage. 

The bill does not contain any penal 
provisions for either side and does not 
compel an owner to open his mine or 
workmen to descend into the pit. 
Workmen who are paid less than the 
minimum wage will be able to recover 


in the courts. 

Premier Asquith said he introduced 
the bill with great reluctance, but he 
believed that it’ was abeolutely im- 
perative in the best interests of the 
country.

When he did take action why did 
he not take cffective action?

SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC 
IS NOT IMPROBABLE 


Medical Health Officer Says Outbreak 
May Occur on the South Side—Vac- 
cination Precaution Has Been Neg- 
lected Among School Children, 


Dr. Whitelaw, Medical Health Offi- 
cer sted yesterday thzt the © pos- 
sibilities oF a smallpox epidemic in 
the South Side are not at all unlikely, 
Yesterday three children and ther 
father were taken from the Soutb Side 
to the isolation hospital. 

“The numper of scnool children en 
the South Side who have not been vac- 
cinated is appalling,” said Dr. White 
law. “When I sent notice to the 
schools over there that I would vac- 
ecinate any who were desirous of be- 
ing vaccinated by the city, or any who 
were unable to pay for a private op- 
eration, | expected to find fifty or six- 
ty pupils awaiting me, but when 1 
went over the school was full of 
«hem; there were three hundred. At 
night I vaccrnated a hundred and ‘ifty 
between four and seyen o'clock, The 
school board on the South. Sida, has 
had an anti-vaccination. faction and 
this is the reasor, that so many of the 
children have noc been vaccinated.” 

“Many people are of the opinion that 
smalipox is caused by filth,” sald Dis. 
Whitelaw, “but as a matter of fact 
people who are and have taken every 
precaution toward cleanliness wre al- 
most as likely to contract the disease 
as those who take no particular pre- 
cautions against fiithiness. Vaccina- 
tion ‘is the only safeguard against an 
attack of the disease.” - 

in support of vaccination Dr. 
Whitelaw quoted a case over in 
Strathcona in which a number of the 
unvaccinated members of a family had 
contracted the disease, while the vac- 
cinated members had been immuue. 

Every precaution is being taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease, as 
well as sanitary measures to prevent 
an outbreak of typhoid fever. The 
latter, the doctor states, is contract- 
ed as a direct result of the patient's 
or somebody else's failure to follow 
proper sanitary habits. 
germs get into the patient's system 
through the mouth and have been 
consumed with some articl. of food 
which has been contaminated by flies 
or by contact with dirty fingers or by 
exposure,.in an atmosphere which con- 
tains these germs. 

It is Dr. Whitelaw’s Intention to be- 
gin publishing a weekly “Health Bul- 
letin” to be published in the daily 
newspapers, showing the eonditions

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RAILWAY BOARD 
HEARS THREE YEAR 
OLD COMPLAINT 


Live Stock Commissioner Produces 
Evidence of Costly and 
Inhumane Delays. 


RAILWAY OFFICIALS 
_ STRENUOUSLY PROTEST 


Against Case Being Brough Fcr- 
ward—Judge Maybee, How: 
ever, is Satisfied. 


The hearing of petitions, complaints 
and applications by the board of rail- 
way commissioners cf Canada came 
to a close in Edmonton shortly after 
12 o'clock *yesterday, Commiscicners 
Mabee ana 8. J. McLean, ioxether with 
thé acting secretary, official reporter, 
assistant engineer and assistant = in- 
spector of the board, leave tonight on 
the C. P. R. fer Saskatoon, where 
i they wil hold a session tomorrow, 
The hearing was resumed at 10 
}o'elock this »norning. The first mat- 
| ter brought to the commisioners’ at- 
| tention was the request of Jocal bust- 
ness men that tie Canadian freight 
| classification be amended 80 as to 
|abolish the restricted trade lists un- 
der distinctive headings, restrict car 
load rates ty strairht car loads of one 
commodity or analegous commodities 
and fixing a minimum for car load 
weights “with due regard to the mar- 
keting conditions, of the articles In 
question.” 

F. T. Fisher, secretary of the 
board, presented the argument in fav- 
or of the applicaticn. He contended 
that a car load shipment, ordered by 
gne shipper, ‘:onsisting of large quan- 
tities of One commodity for delivery 
to che consignee could be handled at 
a lower cost by the railroads than 
what is known in ccmmercial circles 
jas the L. C. L .shipment, and con- 
| sequently lower rates have been made 
| an inducement to shippers to ship 
on ear load lots. Under existing con- 
ditions it is claimed this pricnciple is 
widely departed from, shippers be- 
ing able to obtain car load rates on 
|shipments which are not in ear load 
| quantities other than in total weight 
and differ but little from way Cars.. 

Secretary Fisher ccmtended that 
such a mixture Was not in any sense 
a car load shipment and should not 
be permitted to sNip at C. L. rates, 
or if it be there should be further 
concesisons made to the man who 
really does ship in car loid quanti- 
ties. Tie also urged that the time 
had arrived when there should be an 
increase in minimum weights and that 
| it would be of advantage to the whole- 
saler, retailer, the ultimate ccmsumer 
‘and the railways, _He pointed out 
that the most obvious advantage to 
be gained by increasing minimum 
weights would be reduction in the cost 
of haulage, thus opening the way for 
lower rates, for which there is a wide- 
Stread demand throvghout the west. 
H. H. Moore, representing the whole- 
salers, spcke along similar lines. 

The application wag filed with the 
| board, which reserved judgment. 

F. Stevens, provincial live stock 
commisisoner, appeared before the 
board and called upon a Mr, Scott to 
come forward and testify regarding a 
| delayed shipment of cattle from Car- 
{stairs to Vancouver three years ago. 
|Mr. Scott's statement was in effect, 
that he had charge cf the shipment 
for McDaniels brothers, and he was 
delayed in Calgary for about thirty 
heurs, The yard master informed 
him from time to time that the train 
would leave two or three hours lator 
; but My. Scott said, failed to state the 
cause for delay. The result was that 
the cattle had to be unloaded for feed 
and water bef re leaving Calgary. Up- 
cn their arrival in Vancouver Mr Scott 
recnleld that the shrinkage amounted 
to from 125 to 150 pounds for each 
head of stock, due to the delay en 
route, 

Cross-examined iby Mr, McMillan, 
live stock commissioner for the C. P.
